Many of the boys who 
are charged with crimes come from 
these broken homes.” 

Thomas W. Butcher, president of 
Teachers’ college, Emporia, Kas., said 
boys are just as good as ever, but the 
temptations put im their path are | 
greater. 

“ Home influences are weakening,” 
“‘ Automobiles take the family 
away from home. Outside amusements 
are constantly growing in number and 
growing in their power to attract 
youths away from the fireside. Boys’ 
organizations can do meritorious work 
in redirecting the play instinct. They 
can take the youths from the places of 
commercialized entertainment, whose 
influence is often harmful, and give 
them clean, healthful play activities.”
